SITUATION IS ALARMING 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 30, 2:15 p. m.—The situation, is very 


alarming. Russia is a complete blank, so far as direct news is con- 
cerned, all telegraphic communication with the" interior 
having 


ceased. 


The workmen's council has decreed that the general postoffice 


in St. Petersburg shall close at 3 o'clock this afternoon, when com- 
munication with the outside world may cease. 


The most disquieting reports are in circulation regarding the 


disaffection o'f the guard regiments, two of which the workmen 
boast have definitely -resolved not to fire upon the people. 
» 


The government still manages, with the aid of the administra- 


tive officers along the line, to keep communication open with Se- 
bastopol. The manager of the Moscpw office is himself working 
at a key there. 


The contents of the cipher dispatches received by the Emperor 


from Vice-Admiral Birilieff, Minister of Marine, however, are care- 
fully guarded.^ 


MUTINEERS ARE CAPTURED 


WARSAW, Nov. 30.—According to the few details which 


have reached Warsaw regarding the sea and land battle at , Se- 
bastopol, the rebel fleet on the evening of November 28, opened an 
attack on three loy,al warships, the battleship Rostislav, the torpedo 
gunboat Captain Sacken and the armored cruiser Pamiyat Azova. 


The latter replied briskly, damagirj the rebel torpedo boat de- 


stroyer Svirepya and sinking a torpedo boat. 


The coast batteries also joined in, and set fire to the cruiser 


Otchakoff, commander in the rebel leader Lieutenant Schmidt. The 
latter, with his mutinous followers, tried to escape in boats, but 
were captured by loyal torpedo boats. 


At the same time'the Bielostok regiment attacked the barracks 


occupied by the mutineers. Fifteen hundred of these, with 
ten 


maxim guns, surrendered during the night. The number of killed 
and wounded is not known. 


GENERAL STRIKE FEARED

WARSAW, Nov. 30.—The deadlock, in the postal and tele- 


graph service between Warsaw and the interior of Russia is prac- 
! tically complete, the latest information from Moscow being that the 
soldiers of the telegraph battalion have refused to fill the places of 
the striking telegraph operators.

which was signed on the 17th Inat is as

' The governments of Japan and Korea, 


desiring to strengthen the principle of 
solidarity which unites the two empires 
have, with that object in view, agreed 
upon and concluded the following stipula 
tions to serve until the moment arrives 
when it is recognized that Korea has at- 
tained national strength 


* Article 1 The gov eminent of Japan, 
through the Department of Foreign Af- 
fairs In Tokio will hereafter have con- 
trol ard direction of the external rela- 
tions alid affairs of Korea and the diplo- 
matic and consular representatives of 
Japan will have the charge of subjects 
and interests of Korea in foreign coun 
tries 
' Article 2 The government of Japin 
undertakes to see to the execution of th<3' 
treaties actually existing "betwetn Korea 
and other powers and "the government 
of Korea agrees not to conclude hereafter 
any act or engagement having an inter- 
national character except through thf 
medium of the government of Japan

The government of Japa* 
shall be represented at the court of Hi« 
Majesty the Emperor of Korea by a resi- 
dent-general who shall reside at Seoul 
primarily for the

true or not. He Is now my husband,' 
and he lies at death's door.

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Red Revolution in Russia 


. government under the flag pf ,the United States. Since Secretary 
Root has announced" that the American flag is not going to shelter 
any such conspiracy, the schemers will quite likely abandon their 
proposed revolt and behave thtmselves. Otherwise a ridiculous 
affair may turn out to be, a serious business for persons engaged 
in overturning governments. 


THANKSGIVING. 


According to the dispatches, Father Gapon, who is one of the 


tongues of the Russian revolution, now sees that the popular move- 
ment is being led into excess, which promises to injure instead of 
advancing the cause of liberal government. The leaders are mak- 
ing demands which, in view of the circumstances, and the stage of 
development reached by the Russian masses, are unreasonable. 


" Among the things demanded are a democratic republic, universal 


suffrage, sequestration and division of the landed estates of the 
5rQwn and the nobility and an eight-hour labor day. These changes 
are quite as sweeping as those of the French Revolution, which de- 
generated into a carnival of bloodshed and a frenzy for Utopian 
equality. The cannon of a despot finally closed the orgie, enforced 
order and restored the nation to sanity. 
• 


The French in 1790 were further advanced actually than the 


mass of Russians are today. Relatively the French'nation of that 
day were vastly more capable of governing themselves under an ab 
solute democracy than the Russian nation is today, but the attempt 
proved a failure. Reaction and a temporary return to absolutism 


^followed. Only one in five adults in all Russia can read. If Fin- 


land, where literacy is practically universal, and the Teutonic Baltic 
provinces, where education is widely diffused, be excepted not one 
Russian in ten can read his own name. Over ninety per cent of 
Russians proper are absolutely illiterate and densely ignorant, not 
only of the machinery of government, btit the rudiments of domes- 
tic economics. They do not understand the uses of the ballot nor 
appreciate, even faintly, the responsibilities of citizenship. A dull 
race at best, they are sodden with vodka, brutalized by oppression 
and degraded by grinding poverty and unremitting toil. The most 
intelligent inhabitants of the Russian empire are the subject peoples, 
the Finns, Poles and Jews. These oppressed races monopolize the 
bulk of the education, artistic talent and scientific learning of the 
country. 


The dominant race presents most unpromising raw material for 


the establishment of a democracy. As to a division of the lands, 
those held by the crown could very properly be divided up without 
injustice and sold (not given) to the peasants on easy terms. The 
proceeds of the sales should go to create an educational fund. It is 
said that the Czar owns over 1,000,000 square miles of land—about 
one-third the total area of Russia proper. This vast territory is in 
reality the property of the nation. It is an heiritage of the Russian 
people, for whom the Czar originally held the land as trustee, but 
finally diverted it to his own use. While the serfs were freed they 
were still kept enslaved to the communes, the Czar being the uni- 
versal landlord. The taxes on their labor were well nigh 
confis- 


catory; thus the liberty enjoyed by the Moujik was merely nominal 
and gave little opportunity for development. Hence the rural peas- 
ant of today is the same stolid beast of burden that he was a century 
ago. 


An advanced democracy for such a people is impossible. If 


established, it'must inevitably produce popular disorder and'fright- 
ful excess, and finally a reaction. The pendulum will swing back, as 
it did in the days of the French Revolution, from the extreme of 
.mad orgie in the name of liberty to the strong hand .of resolute 
authority wielded by some ambitious chief with a despotic temper 
and a statesman's intellect—like Napoleon for instance. Such men 
are not ideal personages, but they are necessary to the preservation 
of society in national crises. Unless the moderates, with whom Father 
Gapon has sided, can prevail upon the people to accept their coun- 
sels, Russia is likely to flame with a popular uprising infinitely more 
terrible than that of the French in the time of Louis XVI. 


To the lover of nature the celebration of Christmas has its 


melancholy side. The cutting down of hundreds of thousands of 
young trees—the most perfect in form—is not only a grievous eco- 
nomical waste, but a murder of the forest in'its infancy. It is a 
paradox that a Christmas festival should prompt vandalism so de- 
structive of natural beauty and so abhorrent to the ethics of mod- 
ern civilization. 


Rockefeller and His Methods 


The testimony of William A. Morgan, former manager of the 


Standard 'Oil company, given at St. Louis, throws an illuminating 
light on the methods by which John D. Rockefeller's corporation 
lias overthrown, crushed or driven out competition in ,every State 
•of the Union. Mr. Morgan said the company issued orders to its 
agents to undersell competitors at all hazards. He asserted that 
upon one occasion he was supplied with false gauges to be used in 
the attempt to "drive the enemy from the field," This illustrates 
Mr. Rockefeller's idea of striving for higher things. Recently he 
told a lot of young men that they should not devote themselves 
.exclusively to money-making, but should fix their eyes on higher 
things. 
Mr. Rockefeller is one of those abnormal creatures so 


wrapped up in egotism as to regard all virtues objectively. The 
Standard Oil Magnate has no vices, his private life being as cor- 
rect as it is possible for a man's to be. His strict attention to the 
formal duties of his church has never once relaxed. 
He gives 


liberally to the church and its charities and its educational institu- 
tions, and poses as ah exemplar of piety. Yet in business this man 


. is as cold and passionless as a snake arid as remorseless as death. 
Neither the law, the gospel, nor the ordinary instincts of humanity 
are permitted to interfere with his plans, which are to monopolize 
the oil business and reap the largest possible profit from it. He is 
the richest man in the world, but he continues to pile up more mil- 
lions by riding down competition and squeezing the public. The 
man has a dead soul, an atrophied conscience and a heart whose 
beating is purely mechanical. He is at once an intellectual giant 
and a moral freak; he has deified himself and is his own most de- 
vout worshiper.

Mr. Dooley has -discovered what is the matter with our poli- 


"All there is to graft," he says, "is a business man payin' less 
to a pollytician thin he would have to pay if he bought a street or a 
dock direct." 


There is unfortunately no question but what Mr. Dooley has 


touched a quivering wound in our body politic. Graft is the cor- 
ruption of public officials to overthrow the laws. The business man 
who wants something from the .city, instead of going to the city 
openly for what he wants, goes privately to'the aldermen and makes 
a bargain with them, whereby he gets the coveted privilege for less. 


In St. Louis the street railway people had a regular fund set 


aside and placed in a vault to. make payments to the aldermen. One 
day a small, smooth-faced, soft-voiced, young man. went into the 
office of a deposit company and said: "I have information that 
so-and-so has deposited with you $100,000 in box such and such a 
number. Will you please open the box and let me see! whether I 
have been correctly informed." The president of the deposit com- 
pany snorted with indignaton, but the small, boyish man looked not 
abashed, but severe. "I was going to add when -you interrupted 
me that my name is Fdlk; that I am your servant, the district at- 
torney, and that if you do not open that box in my presence I shall 
have "you arrested and take possession of your cellar."

BERKELEY, Nov. 80.—Profe«or E. J. 


Wckson, member of the State commis- 
sion appointed to select a site for the 
university farm, has pronounced false a 
report which has been given wide cir- 
culatlpn in ' the rural districts of the 
State to the effect that the commission 
contemplates taking action In the matter 
of selecting a site which will be In di- 
rect opposition to the Legislature's pro- 
.vislona for the farm. 


It has been declared by many persons, 


apparently, that the commission has un- 
der 
consideration 
sites for 
the (arm 


•which could not possibly be ragarded as 
within the conditions Imposed in the leg- 
islative act appropriating money for thu 
farm. 
The act specifically required that 


no tract of land shall be bought for uni- 
versity farm purposes, "for the irriga- 
tion of which a system has not already 
been provided, or for which a water right 
Is not purchased or procured at the time 
the land is selected." 


The wise men In the rural districts 


have observed what they believed to be 
preparations on "the part of the commis- 


sion to buy a university farm Bite which 
could not possibly be regarded as having 
an "Irrigation system already provided," 
and ao have spread the report that the 
. commission was, knowingly 
or 
unwlt- 


j tlngly, about to render null and void the 
proceeding of the commission. 


"L,et all the people who are worrying 


about the matter be at peace," said Pro- 
fessor WIcksou today. "The commission 
has full cognizance of this Irrigation pro- 
vision In the act, and the members be- 
lieve they know what that provision In- 
cludes. 
There may be room for argu- 


ment, however, as to what constitutes 
an ' Irrigation systom already provided.' 
Some might insist that the opportunity 
to take water from ditches constituted an 
Irrigation system already provided, while 
others might contend that a more elabor- 


i ate Irrigation system was meant.

I commission supposedly will be guided by 
' legal advice on this or any other points 
that may seem to require such counsel. 
I will look at the sites offered, and make
